Thus Dean Henry Grattan Doyle 
summed up his views in a paper en- 
titled "Censorship of College Publica- 
tions,'' whlch v he read last Thursday 
in Boulder, Colorado, at Jthjs tenth an- 
nual meeting of -the Association of 
^Deans and Advisers of Men, held at 
the University of Colorado. 

Dean Doyle, who is not only Dean of 
Men here at the University, but who 
holds the posts of national vice presi- 
dent of Pi Delta EpSilori, national hon- 
orary collegiate Journalism fraternity, 
and chairman of the publications coun- 
cil of the University, strongly opposed 
censorship of the college press by the 
faculty. Such censorship, according 
to JDqau Doyle, Is not only contrary to 
the American ideals of free speech and 
a free press, but is bad psychology and 
bad educational policy. 

Complete editorial control of their 
publications should be given student 
editors uh a substitute for arbitrary 
fuculty censorship, in the opinion of 
the speaker. The editors, however, 
should be held strictly accountable, 
both as members of the college com- 
munity and as citizens for the dis- 
charge of this trust. Under such con- 
ditions, where the editors are given

Intelligence tests were given at the 
beginning and every two hours during 
the experiment, as well as other tests 
on mental Arithmetic and cancellation. 
All such medical tests aa blood pres- 
sure, temperature and respiration were 
recorded from time to time. In every j 
single Instance there was a marked 
fall In temperature. In some instances 
there was as^much as 2% degrees fall 
(by the close of the day. The blood 
pressure tended to increase. There 
was no discomfort and no falling off 
whatever in mental efficiency until the 
tyjrbon dioxide had Increased to about 
or 5 per cent. At this time the 
subjects began to breathe much fuster 
ami had difficulty in securing enough 
air. ' Iiy, the end of the' test some of 
the individuals were suffering^ from 
Hevore , headaches, and one Van slightly 
nauH<*atcd. 

Conditions Varied 

In the first day's, .test the carbon | 
dioxide was permitted U» go up to i 
about 5%, .(for cent and the oxygen to I 
go down to around 15 per cent. In 
the second day’s test, the oxygen was! 
kept constantly renewed from the tank j 
outside, and the qarbon dioxide wus j 
permitted to go \ip to more than 6 per j 
cent. The subjects found much less ' 
difficulty In remaining In the room sol 
long as fresh oxygqn was .coming Ip, 
eVen though the carbon dioxide was: 
considerably higher than average pro- j 
portions. There was little falling off j 
In mental efficiency even though the 
carbon dioxide was Increased over two J 
hundred 'times more than In the nor- i 
mil atmosphere.

That a new theory In the field of 
science is attracting considerable at- 
tention was brought out by Dr. Ed- 
ward E. Richardson in a recent paper 
read before the Society for Philosophi- 
cal Inquiry of Washington. 

In considering the field of relatively, 
Dr. Richardson states that It pertains 
primarily to the field of physics. 

The basic ideas involved in the 
theory are: First, that of relativPy: 
second, that phenomena that have to 
do with gravity and Inertia on the 
one hand, and electricity and mag- 
netism on the other, can be correlated. 

In summing up the theory, Dr. Rich- 
ardson mentioned some startling facts 
which are not generally known. Ein- 
stein’s theory is a supplemental and 
not a strikingly new theory. 

Also, Einstein’s relativity will make 
no difference in any philosophical po- 
sition, because it touches only the sur- 
face of any of these positions.
